How’s The Roads? 


(BY ALEX CAMERON) 

“How are the roads?” 

“Good,” said the garage man in Hanna, Alberta. 

“Well you'll find a few holes’ along the way,” said the man in Portage 
La Prairie as he polished the windshield. 

We left Hanna, and for the next two and one-half hours we jolted 
and bounced along at a maximum speed of 30 miles an hour, perpetu- 
ally fearful that the springs of the old jallopy would rollapse under 
the hammering they took. 

Leaving Portage was a treat. The signs along the highway said 
“maximum speed, fifty miles an hour,” and the only reason we didn’t 
maintan that speed had nothing to do with the road or the holes that 
the garage man had alledged we would meet. It was a matter ofgas 
consumption, Certainly there were few other motorists along the way 
who paid any attention to either holes o signs. 

This is what environment can do to a person’s thinking. To the 
Hanna garage man any road that was dry was a good one, for he lives 
at the end of the main graveled highway from Calgary to Saskatoon. 
Toward Calgary, he could travel any time, but toward Saskatoon he 
was ,obliged to consult the weather man before startng out. 

The Portage garage keeper never had a thought of rain, And the old 
pavement from his city to Winriipeg probably looked pretty bad in 
comparison to the broad, new highway that linked him with Brandon. 

But to the travelling motorist, the thing that was really annoying 
about the Alberta road was the evident lack of maintenance work 
along it. The road showed signs of once having been a real highway. 
True it had never been p main avenue of tourist traffic and its prin- 
ciple commerce now consists of ‘gasoline trucks hauling fuel into Sask- 
atchewan. But there was a time—those days when Saskatchewan 
had its knife into Mr. Gardiner— that the road was really good in 
dry weather. 

Years of neglect have allowed it to develope into a series of miser- 
able bumps and hollows. Not being a resident in Alberta, we wouldn't 
say the road is typical of the way Mr. Aberhart runs his province, but 
we know quarters where the inference would be readily drawn, And 
after driving on some of Alberta's other well kept roadways, this mo- 
torist still liked Manitoba best and Saskatchewan next.

Poland’s Secret Presses 


{ (BY CZESLAW POZNASKD 

One of the first things the Nazis supressed in Poland was the press. 
Prewar Poland had 2,200 periodical publications, among them 106 
daily papers, Today, in German occupied Poland, there are only six- 
teen publications in the Polish language and they are all published 
by the Nazis. But alongside this Nazi comtrolled Press there is a net_ 
work pf illegal publications, a network amazing in its richness, 

The full number of these illegal publications is not known, but. it 


is probably not less than twenty-eight, and there range is extremely 
wide. 


First of all there are the daily papers; roneo-typed sheets which 
give the foreign news on the basis of the B.B.C. broadcasts—one must 
remember that the Poles had to surrender all their wireless sets— 
aad inside information from Poland, 


Then come the weeklies, normally printed. They contain precious 
inside information from Poland, foreign news and editorials. The stan- 
dard of these editorials is unusually high. They deal not only with 
the analysis of the present situation, but also with the constituction 
of the future. A regular feature ‘of these weeklies is the analysis of 
important articles in the British Press. Some of these papers fre 
illustrated, so that one may find in one of them, say, a photograph 
of Winston Churchill and General Sikorski inspecting the Polich 
Army. : 

There exist also monthly and quarterly reviews which contain syn- 
thetic analyses of the war gituation. These reviews carry as many as 
thirty-two pages, 

Special papers are produced for the peasants, for the youth, for the 
children. There is even a humrous paper, with anti-German cartoons 
and jokes. And in the Warsaw ghetto there is a, Yiddish paper. 

Scores of thousands of copies are thus issued, and it can be asserted 
that this illegal press reaches practically the entire population, Proof 
of this statement is provided by the fact that the whole copbiation. 
obeyed the order, conveyed by the papers on September Ist, 1940, to 
stay indoors during the aftrnjon. It was also by means of the papers 
that the Polish petty officials were instructed, in order to avoid re- 
pression, to take the oath demanded by the German authorities.. 

Apart from these regular publications there are also occasional leaf-' 
lets, short pamphlets ani quite longish publications, one of which deals 
with the post-war reconstruction of Europe. 

All these publications entail printing presses--probably concealed 
in the woods of Poland—well over a hundred editors and contributors, 
and hundreds of thowcands of readers, Every person involved 1isks 
his life, for death §s ‘he penalty not only for working on an illegal 
cata but even 06 r. war's it.

One of the mysteries of political 
life in this country is that the so- 
called unemployment insurance law 
was precipitated through the House 
of Commons with Mttie or no crit- 
icism, and even with from 
benches. .Possibly organized labor 
which is mainly employed on an 
hourly basis, ig pleased at the mo- 
ment because such trades will under 
present arrangements, benefit from 
the weekly contributions of bank 
clerks and retail clerks and others 
in the lower paid group who seldom 
are out of employment. 


An immense new bookkeeping 
job has been foisted on business 
and employers generally, for if the 
revenye were demanded. from work- 
ers in order to help jwwith the war 
effort or to brake inflationary ten- 
dencies, the machinery for the col- 
lection of the national defense tax 
would have sufficed both for busi- 
ness and government, But every 
large business must add to payroll 
staff and every small business must 
submit to an additional nujsance. 
And Ottawa payrolls are swelled 
by some thousands of persons—per- 
haps 6,000 at a time when help is 
searce, 

People who are struggling to 
make ends meet today are paying 
into a fund from which there is only , 
the remotest chance of*benifiting. It 
has been ruled, for instance that 
college students with summer: jobs 
must pay although these boys when 
they finish college will be mainly 
either in excepted employment or 
engaged in a professional activity 
on their own account or soon, be- 
cause of their superior education, 
beyond the $2000 class. Yet out of 
money earned for paying next 
year’s tuition they must help the 
tund which pleases only those who 
are panned in seasonal. employ- 
ment.

September 10 Starts 
Third Year Of War 


Wednesday, September 10, marks 
the beginning of the third year of 
Canada’s participation in the war. 
In acknowledgement of that fact 
the government has issued a proc- 
lamation setting aside the period 
September 10-17 ms a week of re- 
construction of the Canadian 
people to our cause and in national 
honor “those who on land, sea and 
in the air are defenders of our 
country..” 

The following is the wording of 
the proclamation: 

“Whereas on the tenth day of 
September, one thousand, nine 
hundred and thirty-nine, the Do- 
minion of Canada declared a state 
dt war with the German Reich;

affirmed their determination to con- 
tinue the struggle until the evil 
of Nazi tyranny has been des- 
troyed; NOW KNOW YE that we, 
by and with the advice of our 
Privy Council for Canada, have 
thought fit to ordain and declare 
and do by this Our Proclamation 
ordain and declare that the week 
commencng Wednesday, the 10th 
of September and ending on Wed- 
nesday the Seventeenth ot Septem- 
ber,, inclusively in the present year 
be observed throughout our Do-

m Hide Dealers 
o Must Have License 


OTTAWA, SEPT. 4—Every person 
dealing in salted, cured or cold stor- 
age hides and skins must secure a 
lisence from the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, The fee for the 
license, which is effective August 
16th, 1941, is one dollar. 

The order does not apply, how- 
ever, to farmers or livestock bro- 
ducers dealing in hidés or skins 
produced by themselves. Nor are 
persons who deal in or sell only un- 
Salted or green hides or skins re- 
quired to secure a license. 

But butchers and others who store 
buy or sell salted, cured or cold 
storage hides or skins require-a li- 
cence, even though they dispose of 
hides or skins taken off jn their 
own places of business or handle 
only small quantities for resale to 
others, area “i aa 

Application forms for licenses to 
deal in hides and skins may be se- 
cured by writing to the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, Ottawa. 
Any person handling hides and 
skins, other than a farmer or live- 
stock producer, who is in doubt as 
to whether -he requires a licence 
should write to the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board indicating the na- 


ture of the hide business in which 
he is engaged.

They 
do not consider the position pf the 
farmer and the farmer's family. 
They are ready to condemn the 
farmer and his family to servitude 
without a hearing and without any 
study as to their own ‘relations to 
agriculture and the effeet which 


~ vgill be produced on them if they 


persist in demanding charity from 
the farmer as a divine right. 

The farmer, of necessity, is en- 
gaged as a prime principal in two 
businesses. One is the busines of 
producing. The. other is the busi- 


ness of marketing. He has bee) so 
engrossed, over the centuries. .in 
the business of producing that he 


has not had the time nor the an- 
ergy to devote to marketing. I! ts 
only within the last few years that 
he has come to realize that unless 
he has something to say about "he 
marketing of his own products he 
is not going to get any retum for 
these products.

Alberta Cheese 
Wins Awards At 
Vancouver 


Alberta cheese factories made a 
very creditable showing with their 
entries at the Canadian Pacific 
Exhibition. at Vancouver. Burns 
and Company, Round Hill, secured 
three first prizes and one third, 
while Burns and Company, Bruder- 
heim, ‘secured two second prizes, 
and the Coaldale Cheese Factory! 
secured one second and one third 
prize. Other factories listed among 
the prize winners were: Burns and 
Company, Bawlf; and the Arm- 
strong Co-op. Cheese Assdciation, 
‘Armstrong, B. C. 

The production and quality of 
cheese has increased considerbly 
during 1941 and as all eastern 
cheese is being exported to Great 
Britain, the consumers in Western 
Canada will be able to secure high 
quality cheese manufactured in the 
west. 

It is interesting to report that for 
the seven months’ period, January 
to July, Alberta and Quebec are the 
only provinces in the Dominion to 
show an increase in cheese produc- 
tion. Alberta’s increase amounts to 


_ 10.7 per cent over the same period 


of 1940. Recent rains and increased 
prices for milk should insure satis- 
factory production of cheese during 
the fall months.

Flax has been a most difficult 
crop to estimate owing to scattered 
and small acreage. The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics estimates this 
year’s acreage at 150,000 acres, com- 
pared with 42,000 last year, Pro- 
duction in 1940 was 425.000 bushels. 
Should the average yield be eight 
bushels to the acre as indicated it 
would mean a production in 1941 
of 1,200,000 bushels.

Many farmers have seen evidence 
of considerable damage to grain 
fields caused by ducks and part- 
ridge, is the case every fall. Last 
year a great number of fields were 
impossible to thresh after hordes of 
birds had trampled them, and the 
condition seems to be about the 
same this fall. 

When the season opens in ten 
days, it is hoped that hunters will 
observe the usual courtesy of ask- 
ing farmers permission before tres- 
passing on their property. There is 
plenty of room for all to hunt and 
enjoy themselves without endanger- 


stock and trampling crops in search- 
ing for good locations. 

The 1941 game regulations issued 
recently indicate nonresident hunt- 
ers will be alowed to hunt all game 
birds and animals in season in the 
province on payment of one license 
fee. 

License .fees are as follows: 

Resident licenses,-$2. Non-resident 
$25, ano non-resident including big 
game, $50. 

Seasons, zones and bag limits 
follow: : 

Ducks, geese, rails, coots, snipe.

Harvesting Garden 
Stuff For Winter 


Best Time to Take in PotatoeS, 
Beets, Carrots, Parsnips, 
Turnips 


Potatoes—Potatoees for storage 
should be harvested by the end of 
Septmbr. If plants tend to-mature 
in August and rains occur early 
in September digging soon after- 
wards may be advisable to prevent 
“cracking” and the production of 
knobby growths. . The _ tubers 
should be dug and handled care- 
fully to prevent mechanical injury. 
Ihe potatoes may be placed on the 
floor of the storage or on slated 
shelves, On these they may fe 
placed a foot or more deep. A 
covering of sand is not necesary. 


Beets — Harvesting of beets 
should not be delayed too long. ‘The 
roots qithstand some frost but it 
is advisable not to leave them 
in the ground later than the first 
week of October. ‘ops should be 
twisted off and the roots stored at 
once, either in dry sand or soil 
In a cool storage. Piling outside 
and covering with tops or other 
terial will give protection for a 
time but they must later be trans- 
ferred to a storage when weather 
conditions demand it. 

Carrots—Carrots can be handled 
in the same way as recommended 
for beets. Digging should not be 
be delayeyd later than the first 
week of October. 

Parsnips—Frqst #s said to im- 
prove the flavor of parsnips. ‘his 
is probably related to the fact that 
lower temperatures increase the 
sugar content of the root. Harvest- 
ing is delayed until a short time 
before winter is likely to set in 
and are stored in the same manner 
as bets. Some of the crop may 
be lett in the ground over winter 
for use in the spring. A good mulch 
will insure against frost damage. 
In the spring the roots should Le 
‘dug before much growth takes 
place and stored in dry sand. 

‘Yurnips—rhese will stand frost 
and can be left in the ground until

To pursue our pet with the cam- jf 


era would be a great mistake, The 
og or cat naturally becomes ex- 
cited and runs away, making it im- 
possible to get any pictures, There 
sre several simple remedies—either 
vently restrict the pet’s freedom of 
taovement, pick your spot and 
iempt him there with a bait of 
some sort, or select a moment when 
he is quiet, then avoid any action 
that may disturb or excite him. 
Restriction of movement doesn’t 
mean tying the pet to the nearest 
tree. And it’s true that excellent pic- 
tures can be taken when someone 
ia holding a cat in his or her lap, 


or shaking hands with a dog+-these — 


things providing enough restraint 
to make the subject “stay put.” But 
there are other methods. For éx- 
ample, wait until your dog is in his 
kennel; post yourself outside with 
the camera ready for action. Then 
whistle or make some other sound 
that will bring him to the door. 
When he glances inquisitively from 
the doorway—snap the shutter. 

Today's illustration was made in 
much this same manner. Skippy— 
leading the usual dog’s life—was 
reating comfortably on the front 
seat of the car. The camera was 
carefully focused on the door, and 
at the call of “Here Skippy,” he 
Jumped up to the window sill, and 
this appealing picture was snapped. 

When you use bait—a saucer of 
milk for the cat or a bone for the 
dog-—the same prefocusing tech- 
nique can be used.Or an assistant 
can be of help, tempting the pet to 
the desired spot with some choice 
tidbit. When the dog or cat gets in 
@ good position, the assistant quick- 
ly steps aside while the photograph- 
er makes the picture, 


By setting the camera in advance— 
then calling the dog—this interest- 
ing snapshot was made. Pet pio 
tures are easily taken, and they 
add their full share of interest and 
variety to your album.
